Lindbergh, 
who flew the 500 milés or more 
through blizzard and snow, by dead 
reckoning most all the way, in record 
time. The type of. ‘pneumonia from 
which Bennett was suffering was 
then found to be one to which no 
serum is applicable. 

In spite of this blow, it was not 
until early morning that physicians 
gave up hope. With Dr. Barach on 
the case was Dr. William E. De- 
laney, superintendent of Jeffrey 
Hale Hospital. The certificate ot 
death, signed by Dr. W. C. Me- 
Namara, gave its cause as “double 
lobar pneumonia.” 


Service Held at Quebec. 


A little before noon Bennett’s body 
was removed to the hospital chapel. 
Germain Lepine, Limiteé, under- 
taker, embalmed the body and placed 
it in an oak coffin covered with. a 
bronze shell. 

Before the coffin was sealed, the 
Rev. F. I. Seott of St. Matthew’s 
Church, Quebec, conducted brief ser- 
vices. The services at Arlington, it 
was said, would probably be con- 
ducted by the Rev. E. L. Smith of 
’ Christian Church, Norfolk, Va.,. an 
old-time friend of the Bennett fam- 
ily. Mrs. Bennett told Commander 
Byrd that she .would like to have 
Dr. Smith officiate at the services 
in Arlington. 

During the afternoon. ‘Commander 
Byrd received a telephone message 
from Murray Bay. that Baron 
Gunther von Huenefeld ‘and his ma- 
rooned companions at, Greenely, Is- 
land, Captain Hermann ,Koehl and 
Major James C. Fitzmaurice, would 
not make the trip to New.

Sees Opportunity for Nobile. 


A flight from Wrangel Island to Dixon, the Russian meten 
orological station near Nova Zembla, a distance of about 2,000 
miles, would be over 1,500 miles of unexplored: Arctic, more 
in fact than ve covered, and more likely to result in’ the dis- 
covery of new islands. 

Perhaps Nobile will cover this route,.. We. hope he. does, 
and wish .him all success, but we fear that his: misfortune and 
delay will mean that by the time he is ready to proceed it will 
be too late in the Summer season for productive long-distance 
flying in the Arctic.

MARCHING ON TO HOUSTON. 


Tuesday was a sad day for the 
Beat-Smith-or-Bust ” brigade. The 
labor of Busting lies upon them 
more heavily than ever. For VANCE 
McCORMICK lost 66 of the 76 Penn- 
sylvania delegates whom he was try- 
ing to lead away from the Governor 
of New York; Massachusetts voted 
SMITH not only its overwhelming 
preference but most of its dele- 
gates; and at least twoscore Smith 
men in Pomerene clothing were se- 
lected ‘by the Democrats of Ohio. 
The New York Governor had a pref- 
erence vote three times that of the 
State’s “Favorite” Son. Kansas, 
in what is agreed to have been a 
benevolent conspiracy to head off 
the candidacy of Senator REED of 
Missouri, declared for a new Favor- 
ite Son—Representative AYRES. New 
Mexico’s delegates were for SMITH. 
Nowhere along the line was there 
even a scent of victory for those who 
honestly, or enviously, are committed 
to the attempt to head off Governor 
SMITH from the nomination at 
Houston. His pledged and prob- 
able support, even discounting large- 
ly the rosy claims of his champions, 
has grown to imposing numbers, 
and there is no candidate yet in 
sight with enough visible strength 
to hold his own in a convention fight. 

As if this collection of delegates 
were not success enough for one day, 
the good political fairies who seem 
to hover about the Governor’s head 
granted him another and strange 
gift in Massachusetts. That was 
fourth choice even in the Republican 
lists for the Presidential nomination 
of that party. Some of these votes 
may have been cast by discouraged 
adherents of Mr. CooLIDGE who, frus- 
trated by the President in their de- 
sire to draft him, chose thus to ex- 
press their belief that by his retire- 
ment the success of SMITH is as- 
sured, Some may have been cast in 
derision. But many. were undoubt- 
edly in earnest. Whatever their in- 
dividual motive, these votes repre- 
sent a political anomaly that will 
trouble the Republicans, if SMITH is 
nominated by the Democrats, until 
election day has passed. The nation 
has long been given to understand 
that Governor SMITH has more than 
a fighting chance in the Republican 
States of the Hast, and this perver- 
sity of Massachusetts Republican 
politics lends color to the claim. - 

Something may yet develop—the 
California primaries next week, for 
example—to give a little comfort to 
the anti-Smith forces; but the last 
few weeks must have been very dis- 
couraging to them. 


HEROIC AIR PILOTS. 

FLOYD BENNETT, who died yester- 
day of pneumonia contracted while 
flying a plane to the relief of KoEHL 
and HUENEFELD of the Bremen, was 
almost as well known and esteemed 
as his chief, Commander BYRD. 
There was a stanch friendship be- 
tween them. It: was. characteristic 
of BENNETT to volunteer, while in.a 
low state’ of health, to pilot.a plane 
to the aid of the beleagured Ger- 
mans. He has paid for his loyalty 
to the fraternity with his life. BEN- 
NETT belonged to the heroic type of 
pilot to which the fortunes of lead- 
ers of expeditions, pioneers and 
explorers are entrusted. In merit 
and achievement there is little to 
choose between the captain and his 
lieutenant.

.| COSMIC. RAYS AND EVOLUTION, 


At last year’s International Genet- 
ics Congress, held in Berlin, Profes- 
sor H. J. MULLER of ‘the University 
of Texas startled experimental evo- 
lutionists with the announcement 
that. by dosing Drosophila, the 
common; fast-breeding fruit-fly, with 
X-rays he had obtained at least 100 
distinct mutations or “ sports.”” Some 
of these totally new species had 
either no wings at all or wings 
which were of abnormal size or 
shape or which were strangely 
notched or marked. The sensational 
character of Professor MULLER’S 
achievement may best be appreciat- 
ed if we imagine him producing 100 
entirely new species of human be- 
ings, some with no legs at all, some 
with arms of unequal length, some 
with other abnormalities. Biolog- 
ically speaking, it makes no differ- 
ence whether the subject of an ex~ 
periment in controlled evolution is 
a fruit-fly or a man. 

What Professor MULLER actually 
did was to speed up the process 
of evolution about 150. times. The 
X-rays had juggled the chromo- 
somes—which are bodies in the 
cell nucleus containing the invisi- 
ble “genes”, or hereditary. units— 
juggled them permanently so that 
the 100 new fruit-flies .transmitted 
their characteristics to their prog- 
eny. Eggs have been whirled in 
centrifugal machines, but the mon- 
strosities .eventually hatched died 
without reproducing themselves. Dr. 
STOCKARD once succeeded in bring- 
ing one-eyed fish into the world by 
changing the chemical environment 
—again without creating a perma- 
nent new species. Thus far only the 
X-rays seem able to shift chromo- 
somes and their genes about, like 
cards in a pack, to produce new, 
permanent arrangements which are 
repeated generation after genera- 
tion. As MULLER himself has said: 
“From a theoretical standpoint we 
“* * * have in our hands a tech- 
“nique that may disclose the causes 
“ of evolution.” 

If man’s feeble laboratory X-rays 
can switch evolution from one track 


pected of the more powerful gamma 
rays of radium or those cosmic X- 
rays which Professor MILLIKAN finds 
are able to pierce 18 feet of lead 
or 200 feet of water? Professor 
MULLER has raised the question in 
his address before the National 
Academy of Sciences. No answer is 
as yet forthcoming. Yet to put the 
speculation to the test is no more 
difficult than MILLIKAN’s laborious 
measurement of the intensity of the 
cosmic rays. A new field of re- 
search is opened. Astrophysics and 
biology are. strangely united. Chro- 
mosomes and genes—who knows but 
they are the playthings of.the ter- 
rific forces which tear down and 
build up atoms in stars millions of 
“light-years: distant and in the proc- 
ess generate MILLIKAN’S rays?. Who 
knows but this earth came to be 
peopled with species of plants and 
animals numbered by: tens of thou- 
sands because our biological destiny 
is controlled by millions of incan- 
descent suns? Who knows but we 
shall learn from the stars how that 
infinite variety of living forms, 
which is the marvel. of marvels, 
evolved from a common; protoplas- 
mic, ancestral ooze?

Figures Cited to Show That Tall 

Buildings Lift Property Values. 
To the Editor of The New York Times:

Only recently Tax Commissioner 
Payne in a speech before the Amer- 
ican Steel Institute stated that 
about one-eighth of the taxable real 
estate on the island of Manhattan 
consisted of skyscrapers and the 
lands .upon which they are . built. 
In other words, from $850,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000 .of. the. taxable. value 
in Manhattan realty rests solely in 
the tall buildings: Any disturbance 
of building conditions will inevitably 
affect the assessed valuations and 
thus the. borrowing capacity ofthe 
city. 

To turn to other cities: Mr. Rich 
says of Boston that, ‘‘although it 
is limited to.low buildings, it has 
been able since its period of limita- 
tion to regain a portion of the com- 
mercial supremacy it had been los- 
ing to New York.” Recent: dis- 
patches from Boston, however, tell 
of the passage of a new building 
law sponsored by Mayor Nicholas 
and: supported. by Governor. Fuller. 
One of the first buildings to be erect- 
ed under this new law will be.a twen- 
ty-eight-story commercial skyscrap- 
er, which, it is claimed, will be the 
largest building in the world. 

This skyscraper will occupy ‘an en- 
tire city block,, will rise to a. height 
of 360 feet, and will contain 20,000,- 
000 cubic feet of space. The auto- 
mobile ‘storage place’ in the basement 
will be equivalent to two miles of 
curb. parking space. It is being built 
at. a cost of; $20,000,000 by a group 
of business and industrial men, and 
welcomed by State and city officials 
for the good of the city.

What will become of many cinema 
theatres in France owned or. con- 
trolled. by American. companies is 
problematical. A $2,000,000 theatre re- 
cently opened in the ‘Grand Boule- 
vards may. be rented to a French 
revue star, 


" Heavy Loss Is Threatened. 


A withdrawal would cost the Amer- 
icans a considerable sum of. money, 
since last year the industry sold 368 
films m2 France. The American in- 

dustry supplies 65 per, cent. of the 
feature films shown in France and 
receives 80 per cent. of the. total 
gross receipts. 

French exhibitors, however, would 
be the heaviest. losers in the long 
run, and movie officials believe hun- 
dreds of theatres would have to close 
for lack of sufficient films to main- 
tain complete programs.

A SKYSCRAPER Y. M. C. A. 


New Structure in Philadelphia to 
House Men and Women. 


The Y. M. C. A. of Philadelphia 
has awarded a contract to a Phila- 
delphia concern for a $1,500,000 build- 
ing to be built on Fifteenth and 
Arch Streets for what will be the 
highest Y. M. C. A. building in the 
world—twenty-seven stories. 

The building, which has been 
planned by Colonel Louis Jallade, 
architect, of.
